WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.— Mme. 
Marie Curie, co-discoverer of radium, 
received ‘from the hands of Presi- 
dent Hoover this afternoon a gift of 
$50,000 with which to purchase a 
gram af radium. 

The presentation was made at the 
auditorium of the National Academy 
of Sciences Building in the presence 
of high officials of the government, 
the diplomatic corps .and distin- 
guished scientists, gathered to join 
in the tribute of affection and re- 
spect. 

The gift was in the form of a draft 
encased in silver, since radium no 
longer can be bought in this country, 
as was possible eight years ago when 
President Harding, on behalf of the 
donors, presented a gram to Mme. 
Curie. The actual purchase will be 
made in Belgium, the radium to be 
used for further investigation in the 
Curie cancer hospital and laboratory 
in Warsaw. - 

Hoover Presents Gift. 


President Hoover, in presenting the 
gift, expressed appreciation of the 
seryice to humanity and the impor- 
tance to science of Mme. Curie’¢ dis- 
coveries.

LITTLE AMERICA, Antarctica, 
Oct. 29.—The five dog teams of: the 
geogological party came ‘back to 
camp last night, having taken their 
loads out 100 miles and having re- 
tured in eight and a half days. 

They tumbled in just before din- 
ner, the dogs tearing up :the-familiar 
inlet and eager for seal meat in- 
stead of the pemmiean on which they 
had been. feeding, the men just as 
anxious to get inside and eat a warm 
dinner in comfort. 

All five drivers, Morman Vaughan, 
Edward Goodale, Frederick Crockett, 
John O’Brien and George Thorne. 
were in good condition, although 
their faces were burned and peeling 
from facing the wind going out and 
the sun all the way back. 

When they left, they had bitterly 
cold winds in their faces for two 
days, sometimes blowing twenty-five 
miles an hour, and, although. it was 
not far below zero, the temperature 
rapidly dropped’ to 20° and 40 below 
on the interior of the Barrier. 

They became soaked with perspira- 
tion traveling in the hot sun during 


the day and when they stopped at)! 
their outside clothing froze. 


night, 
before they could get it off. The sun 
was t 
melted a bag of pemmican in one 
of the depots which had been im- 
properly covered with’snow and even 
melted the snow on canvas tanks. 


Retarded by Sharp Snow Ridges. 
About seventy-five miles out they 
came to a remarkable series of sas- 


trugi, snow which has been driven 
and cut into sharp ridges by the 
wind, flat on top and with ovérhanz- 


ing knifelike edges on the windward~ 


sides. They were two or three feet 


high and hard as flint, while be-| 


tween them the hollows were filled 
with soft snow. . 

Traveling over these was very diffi- 
cult and it explains the slow prog- 
ress made by the supporting partv 
over this part of the trail. 
in the midst of these sastrugi that 
the geological party left part of their 
loads in order to relieve the dogs.’ 

After reaching the hundred-mile 
depot four days ago and finding that 
the supporting party had gone on, 
they left their loads and, with one 
light sledge each, started back for 
camp. They traveled fast, coming 
the whole distance in three days. 

The dazzling sun burned their faces 
and hurt their eyes, for they were 
facing it all the way, as it is still 
too cold to travel in what would nor- 
mally be hours of night when the 
sun is low in the south. The skin 
was peeling from their cheeks and 
their lips were cracked and broken. 


Snowmobile Roaring Over Barrier. 


Day before yesterday they topped 
one of the long hills on the Barriér 


end saw before them to the north a 
tiny black sveck. It began to move 
and came down the slope toward 
them, throwing snow behind it and 
muttering to itself as it climbed 
again. It was the snowmobile, full 
of fuel and scornful words for dogs. 
That was a merry meeting. 

The snowmobile started four days 
ago after many vicissitudes. Jim 
Feury, the long-legged Irishman from 
Paterson, N. J., who drove it last 

ear, dug it out of the snow about. 
en days ago and went to work on 
its internal arrangements. 

He took the clutch out and cleaned 
it, fixed the treads, and one day, 
with the aid of half the camp, ran it 
out of the deep hole where it had 
been buried all Winter. 

It became at once the centre of ar- 
gument. Would it go on the Barrier 
or would it not? Many were ske 
tical. But it seemed worth a trial. if 
it could haul onward for fifty or 
sixty miles the loads left by the geo- 
logical party at the hundred-mile 
depot and save the dogs that much 
work. It is doubtful if they can go 
much further because of the five- 
mile stretch of deep and wide 
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crevasses. north of the half-way 


depot. . 
That thing — holes for itself 
faster than-a prairie dog,’’. scoffers 
yelled at Jim. ‘‘You’ll get out there 
twenty miles if pie lucky and it’s 
a long wa ack. And as for 
crevasses, where do you want your 
safety rope, under 
around your neck?”

Others entered and on their way 
include a Cunningham-Hall from 
Buffalo and Vincent Burnelli’s all- 
metal twin-motored monoplane, re- 
cently finished at the Keyport plant 
of the Uppercu-Burnelli ration. 
Burnelli promises to have this plane 
at Mitchel Field tomorrow.

Europe is far more confident and 
hopeful now than it was in 1923, ac- 
cording to Richard M. Tobin; retir- 
ing United States Minister to The 
Hague, who has just returned from 
Europe.

‘What He Said of Tammany 


During the present campaign Mr. La Guardia has indulged himself 
nightly in vilification of Democratic candidates and has pictured Tam- 
many Hall as.an organization of grafters who exploit: the public for the 
benefit of their own pocketbooks.. Every imaginable iniquity has been 
charged against Tammany by La Guardia, and yet La Guardia did not 
always take this view of Tammany. On March 9, 1926, during the course 
of a débate in the House of Representatives, La Guardia said:

Voted to Retain Poison Alcohol 


La Guardia has long proclaimed himself to be a most persistent foe 
of prohibition and.the wettest .wet in Congress. Yet he voted on February 
15, 1928, in the House of Representatives, to keep deadly poison in indus- 
trial alcohol, from which it is commonly known bootleg whiskey is made 
and the drinking of which causes many deaths. 

The amendment to existing law against. which La Guardia cast his 
ballét’ read: 

“That no. money herein appropriated for the enforcement of the Na- 
tional Prohibition Act shall be used in the preparation or issue of any per- 


- mit for the removal. or use of industrial alcohol known to be denatu by 
any deadly poisonous drug.” 


Congressmen supporting this amendment declared that every sincere 
opponent of prohibition would support it, as well as every member of the 
House who was against the practice of the Government in poisoning 

commercigh alophol which inevitably finds its way into the hands of boot- 


leggers for tillation and sale as a beverage. 


In the’ course of the debate Representative Griffin, of the Bronx, put 
to Mr. La Guardia this question:

Mr, La Guardia, as stated in the “Sun, - receiyed 907: 733.04 for his 
services and expenses in this case. He was paid in four installments as 
the case progressed, and one of the bills, amounting to $6,750;in fees and 
$4.74 for expenses, shows how La Guardia viewed the City Treasury as 
a means of additional income for a Member of Congress then receiving 
$7,500 a year. from the United States Government, 


La Guardia put himself on two payrolls at once, The bill oreseateed 


to the city and paid under the previous administration, in 1924, contains 
an itemized list of time alleged to have been put in on the Citizens’ Water 
Supply Company case by La Guardia. 


From ‘the record it appears that La Guardia collected from the City 


of New York for service performed on thirty-four days in the city’s case 


when, as a matter of fact, the records of Congress reveal that he was present 
in Washington at sessions of the House of Representatives. 


Mr. La Guardia’s bill sets forth day by day the time he declaredhe 
was “working on the case.” The days enumerated in his bill appear below, 
and beside them is the official record of the sessions of Congress.

ROTTERDAM, Oct. 30.—In the 
nineteenth game of my match with 
Bogoljubow especial importance is 
attached to the opening variation in 
that I elected to play on my sixth 
move—as I did in the eleventh game 
of my match—P-Ké4, although this 
continuation has been condemned by 
the so-called ‘‘theory.’’ 

The reason for this prejudice prob- 
ably may be found in circumstances 
that players of the white pieces who 
adopt this variation usually select a 
passive continuation, thereby per- 
big black to mobilize its queen’s 
wing 

As a matter of fact, the move 
under discussion imposes on white 
the imperative necessity of pursuing 
a sharp attacking policy if he in- 
tends to maintain advantage of his 
development, and this was the case 
in the present game, in which I de- 
cided to castle on the queen’s side in 


mediate attack on my opponent’s 
king’s wing. 


Bogoljubow Played Ably. 


Although SBogoljubow defended 
himself at this stage of the game 
with ¢ircumspection and ingenuity, 
he. could not prevent white, after 
having disrupted the pawn position 
on the king’s wing, from establish- 
ing a strongly defended passed pawn 
on Q5. 

Soon thereafter I forced an ex- 
change of the hostile knight for my 
bishop by threatening the black 
king’s rook pawn.

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A POLITICAL SUPERSTITION. 


If Governor SMITH had been 
elected President, and if a Demo- 
cratic Congress had been discussing 
a tariff bill, and if then such an un- 
precedented crash in the stock mar- 
ket as we have been witnessing had 
occurred, it requires very. little 
imagination. to know. what would 
have been said, or shouted, all over 
the country. That hopelessly, . in- 
competent Democratic party! When 
will this nation learn that it can- 
not be trusted.even for a single 
term in the Presidency? Before its 
first year of office is out, it has 
inflicted financial losses greater 
then those of the World War. Any- 
how, we have learned our lesson. 
Never again! The business and in- 
dustry of the United States are safe 
only in the hands of the Repub- 
lican party. 

That would have been fallacious 
amd unfeir. It would be just as fal- 
lacious and unfair now for Demo- 
crats to hold President Hoover and 
his Administration responsible for 
the unparalleled break in stocks. Its 
causes and course have been well 
understood by trained economists 
and financiers, and have little or 
nothing to do with politics. But 
that fact has not in the past pre- 
vented an extremely partisan use 
of every setback in the markets. 
It was so used in 1913 against Presi- 
dent WySON. He was subjected to 
ridicule for saying that the slight 
depression in the stock market was 
“ psychological.” But only yester- 
day a spokesman for President 
Hoover declared at Washington that 
the. great trouble during the past 
week has been due to “mob psy- 
chology.” Let ohne explanation bal- 
ance the other. Let one political 
charge cancel the other. But let it 
not be forgotten in the future that 
the worst crash in the history of 
Wall Street took place in the first 
year of a Republican President who, 
together with a Republican tariff 
in the making, was held up to the 
country as the sure guarantor of 
continued and ever mounting pros- 
perity. One thing that should have 
been forever wiped out, along with 
millions of private accounts, by the 
stock market disaster, is the old 
tradition, or superstition, that Re- 
publican rule always spells pros- 
perity, and Democratic only calam- 
ity.

THE REAL HAPPY WARRIOR. 

Scarcely a day passes in this cam- 
paign without something of interest 
from NORMAN THOMAS, the Social- 
ist candidate for Mayor. His literary 
resource and his knowledge of what 
he is talking about are as great as 
his party responsibility is slight. He 
fears. no foe in shining armor, be- 
cause the worst he can get is the 
best of it. If his vote should be 
small, people will ascribe it to. the 
unpopularity of his party’s political 
philosophy in a time of financial

no campaign fund worthy of the 
name, and Coes not have to worry 
about scandals. 

There are other pleasant phases 
of Mr. THOMAS’s situation. As the 
leader of his party he has run for 
almost every office, including Pres- 
ident. Before, only devoted Social- 
ists paid much attention to his can- 
didacy or to what he was saying. 
Now many others, in New York 
City and outside it, are reading his 
speeclies and discussing their vigor 
and intelligence. He has “a good 
press.” The World and The Evening 
Telegram counsel all those opposed 
to Tammany, and not willing to see 
Mr. LA GuARDIA elected, to vote for 
Mr. THOMAS as a “ protest.” To his 
deep satisfaction, one must suppose, 
he is at lest able to harass the can- 
didates of the two great parties. In 
1928 it is doubtful whether Mr. 
HOOVER or Mr. SMITH ever gave Mr. 
THOMAS a thought. But in 1929 he 
has had public debates with the Re- 
publican nominee and an indulgent 
grin from the Mayor. 

Next year he may run for Gover- 
nor, and in 1932 for President again. 
Like his ticket-mz“e, Mr. MCAL- 
LISTER COLEMAN, he hw: @ good time 
living up to his principles. Since it 
is unlikely that he will ever find 
himself in the position of Mr. RAM- 
SAY MACDONALD, with a politicai 
code in one hand and the power of 
office in the other, Mr. THOMAS 
should continue. to enjoy a very 
happy and useful public life. 


TRAFFIC SPEEDS. 


At first thought, fourteen miles 
an hour, which is the maximum av- 
erage speed of vehicles on Manhat- 
tan avenues, as reported by Mayor 
WALKER’S. experts, might seem 
rather slow, but it would be danger- 
ous to take that figure as the text 
for another sermon on the evils of 
congestion. To be sure, speeds are 
officially permitted as high as twen- 
ty miles an hour, and even that limit 
is widely disregarded, by police and 
public alike. But where traffic is 
controlled, average speed is neces- 
sarily curtailed. Some years ago the 
Regional Plan Committee undertook 
a technical study of this subject. 
Engineers were called in to deter- 
mine ayerage distances between 
cars at various speeds, and to esti- 
mate how quickly they stopped and 
started. They concluded that the 
maximum capacity of a typical traf- 
fic lane on Fifth Avenue, for exam- 
ple, was reached at a point where 
the average velocity, including traf- 
fic stops, was only about eleven 
miles an hour. Their charts brought 
out the fact that beyond a certain 
point car-mile capacity increased 
much more slowly than speed. 

In this case fourteen miles an 
hour is not the average but the 
maximum. We are told that “ speeds 
“on Manhattan avepues range from 
“nine to fourteen miles an hour.” 
Moreover the tests were made in 
Spring when, except during the rush 
hour, congestion is usually not so 
great as in Fall and Winter months. 
The engineers themselves say that 
“tests during the Winter months 
“ would in many instances show low- 
“ered speed.” Another significant 
feature of the tests is the way they 
brought out the comparative slug- 
gishness of crosstown traffic. It 
moves on an average of eight miles 
an hour, and less than that in the 
midtown section. Here is a problem 
that the city’s traffic authorities 
have not solved, except in the thea- 
tre district at night. Then, with 
parking abolished and special rules 
enforced, there has been consider- 
able improvement. In the daytime, 
and particularly on Saturday after- 
noons, when matinees are in order, 
the congestion in the Forties is 
atrocious. When automobiles crawl 
along at five or six miles an hour, 
and not much faster on the avenues 
at times of greatest congestion, then 
occupants have a right to complain. 


PROSPERITY DOWN EAST. 


It speaks well for the economic 
health of New England that dis- 
cussion should have shifted from 
inquiries into the reasons for New 
England’s decline to debate on 
the question whether New England 
is declining or doing quite nicely, 
thank you. Both opinions were 
stoutly maintained last week before 
the New England Labor Conférence 
at Worcester. That the existence 
or non-existence of Prosperity 
should be debatable we have become 
used to of late years for the United 
States as a whole. There it has 
been shown that Prosperity 1s 
so big, vague and complicated a 
phenomenon as to permit the most 
startling differences of opinion, 
depending on geography, occupa- 
tion and, by no means least, tem- 
perament or mood. The spokesman 
for prosperity at Worcester was 
dealing with an essential factor in 
the problem when he explained the 
prevalent talk of industrial decline 
in this section as due to the fact 
that “New England mentality is 
not optimistic.” According to men- 
tality. one will pick out his standard 
year with which to compare the

In reply counsel for the darker 
side adduced figures showing. a 
decline of about 140,000 wage- 
earners from ten years ago. This 
is the famous “ten years ago” so 
popular in discussions of this nature 
and so misleading. It means com- 
parison with the super-boom years 
1919-20, by which standard there 
has been a falling off for the coun- 
try as a whole of about 10 per cent 
in the number of factory workers. 
However, New England’s ratio of 
loss has undoubtedly been heavier 
than elsewhere, and when we are 
told that over a period of two years 
no less’ than 30,000. workers were 
laid off in the cotton, woolen and 
shoe industries we have a fact that 
cannot be entirely explained away 
by optimistic mentality. 

The issue is whether compar‘son 
is with New England at flood or at 
ebb. Her industry is not so well off 
as in her best days, but is just as 
plainly on the mend. The readjust- 
ment to post-war conditions, chief | 
among them to Southern competi- 
tion, has made progress. The proc- 
ess of self-examination to which 
New England has subjected herself 
and in which the Labor Congress 
is one incident has begun to bring 
results. External conditions are 
more favorable. Manchester, N. H., 
has suffered with Manchester, Eng- 
land, from the double revolution in 
textile fashions—the abbreviation of 
women’s clothes and the swing 
away from cotton to silk. But for 
some time cotton has been coming 
back and now the gowns are once 
more trailing the ground. There 
are signs in the country of a return 
from the luxury buying of flush 
times’ to the necessaries of sober 
times. 


THE INFERIOR COURTS. 


Much has been heard in this city 
campaign of candidates for the Su- 
preme Court and for General Ses- 
sions, as also about the County 
Judges to be elected. Less has been 
said. of the .City Magistrates, ap- 
pointed by the Mayor, or of the 
judges in the Municipal Court and 
the City Court, several of whom 
are to be elected next Tuesday. 
These are often referred to as the 
inferior courts. But they are such 
only in matters of jurisdiction. In 
real importance they might fairly 
be said to rank first in several 
ways. They are the courts in which 
the great majority of the cases af- 
fecting the masses of the people in 
New York are brought. They are 
the only courts that great numbers 
of our population know at all. It is 
in these courts that multitudes of 
our foreign-born citizens get their 
first impression of the administra- 
tion of: justice in the United States. 
All this being so, it needs no argu- 
ment to show that the judges in 
these courts ought to be, in the 
first place, men well versed in the 
law, but next and even more im- 
peratively, men of character, of un- 
derstanding, of broad sympathies, 
of special knowledge of the social 
antecedents and customs of men 
and women brought before them on 
charges, or entering their court 
rooms with complaints of having 
been wronged or cheated. 

It is unhappily the case, as the 
different bar associations and civic 
organizations like the Citizens 
Union have often pointed out, that 
too little care has been taken in 
manning these so-called inferior 
courts. Frequently places on their 
bench have been thought of purely 
as political rewards, without much 
regard for the fitness of the persons 
upon whom the favor has been be- 
stowed. This state of affairs makes 
it particularly a duty of the voters 
te scrutinize carefilly the qualifi- 
cations of the candidates in the 
various judicial districts. The list 
is not very impressive. If one were 
to look for outstanding figures, two 
at least might be mentioned who 
have had hearty endorsements of a 
non-partisan sort by men in whose 
judgment and impartiality there 
may be entire confidence. One such 
nominee for the Municipal Court in 
the First District of Manhattan is 
Mr. GRUMET, well qualified by char- 
acter, education and experience. 
For the same court in the Fifth Dis- 
trict of Manhattan; special notice is 
deserved by the Republican candi- 
date, Mr. HARRY BiIJuR. Coming of 
a family in which judicial talent 
may fairly be said to be hereditary, 
he has received the most flattering 
endorsements, not only from prom- 
inent members of his own party, but 
from eminent Democratic lawyers 
and judges. His election, which 
ought to be assured, would help to 
set.a new standard for the ‘choice 
of members of a court which comes 
closest to the business and the 
bosoms of thousands of citizens in 
New ‘York.

The present offer to M. CLEMEN- 
TEL suggests that, whatever the 
final composition of the Cabinet, it 
will not be of the Extreme Left. 
Although a Radical, M. CLEMENTEL 
won the support of Nationalists and 
Conservatives by his attitude on the 
debts a few years ago. The pre- 
sumption is that he would command 
more of the support of the middle 
and moderate groups than would a 
man like DALADIER. On the Extreme 
Right, long waiting patiently for his 
opportunity, is, of course, ANDRE 
TARDIEU, friend and disciple of CLE- 
MENCEAU and popular among the 
Conservatives, There have been ru- 
mors of enmity between himself and 
POINCARE, which might injure him 
in the event of a crisis. 

All signs point to the building of 
a moderate Cabinet. It. must include 
BRIAND as Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs if not as chief. Even POoINn- 
CARE, an individualist and never 
especially partial to BRIAND, found 
that he could depend completely on 
him in matters of international rela- 
tions.. Few Frenchmen today are 
so well qualified by intimate knowl- 
edge of the facts as is. BRIAND to 
carry through to successful conclu- 
sion the various incompleted acts of 
liquidation of the World War. The 
Young plan is still, to be put into 
effect.. A naval conference lies just 
ahead of the. new year. BRIAND 
was head of the French delegation 
at the Washington conference, and 
has taken part in many of the nego- 
tiations that have brought about 
the readjustment of the reparation 
settlement. 

SERVANTS OF HEALTH. 

Ten thousand private physicians 
of Greater New York are uniting for 
an intensive campaign to educate 
the public to keep its health. They 
are living proof of the statement 
made some years ago by Dr. HARVEY 
CUSHING: “It has been a seeming 
“paradox that the medical profes- 
“ sion has so consistently endeavored 
“to make of the world a place where 
“there is a constantly lessening 
“need for the medical man.” Doc- 
tors still find plenty of disease to 
give them battle, but the world and 
the doctors with it are feeling the 
effects of their efforts. Standards 
of public health are raised each year 
as one by one the ailments of suffer- 
ing mankind are conquered. Physi- 
cians are proud to become servants 
of public health rather than pre- 
scribers for individual ills. 

The five County Medical Societies 
of Greater New York are creating a 
precedent with their drive. Such 
campaigns have heretofore been con- 
ducted by government or institu- 
tional bodies, The doctors are going 
to let people know, through the 
radio, the press and moving pic- 
tures, that they regard themselves 
as guardians against disease. They 
want people to realize the impor- 
tance of preventive measures in 
maintaining health, 

A new relationship between doc- 
tors and patients is emphasized by 
the societies’ action. Dr. GALDSTON 
has pointed out that advertising and 
publicity for physicians are: to ‘be 
approved in this form. They are 
not individually announcing their 
readiness to cure the ills of pro- 
spective patients, for that sort of 
advertising is still against profes- 
sional ethics. The whole body of 
physicians advertises, not for pur- 
poses of increasing personal wealth 
or reputation, but in the interest 
of public health. That is their mo- 
tive in urging regular health ex- 
aminations. They hope not only to 
check incipient disease but also to 
teach the value of proper living 
in promoting better health. They 
want people to acquire the habit of 
frequent consultation when they are 
well, so that they may keep well. 

November is a good month for 
such a campaign. Every effort will 
be made to persuade people to get 
themselves in good shape for the 
Winter before bitter weather sets 
in. -Just now sudden changes of 
temperature, rainy weather, the ex- 
perimental heating of homes and 
the unexpected arrival of balmy days 
after sharp frost are hard on the 
human frame. Colds are common at 
this time of year. The public is in 
a receptive mood toward informa- 
tion on how to get well and keep 
well. Every one will wish the doc- 
tors success in their new work as 
wardens of health. .

One Feels That Results of Market 
Break Have Been Overstated. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have a feeling that fewer persons 
are affected by the stock market 
drop than one would infer from the 
figures, just as fewer persons were 
affected by the previous rises. I am 
judging by my own situation. Among 
the stocks I happen to own are some 
that suffered the greatest losses last 
week, such as Tel. and Tel., Ameri- 
can Tobacco, Union Pacific and 
Western Union, but my income from 
them remains the same as before. 

As far as I am concerned a group 
of men, technically known as the 
Stock Exchange, gets together. and 
decides that my Tel. and Tel. stock 
is worth $310-a share, and I experi- 
ence a momentary glow of elation: 
A’ few days or weeks later they get 
together and decide that it is worth 
only $232, and. I. have a feeling of 
disappointment. also momentary. It 
is unlikely that the slump will af- 
fect the continued use of the ‘tele- 
phone or that the company will be 
unable to continue to’ pay the $9 a 
share. I bought my stock at an 
average price of $98 a share, so even 
at the present low—or high, accord- 
ing to the point of view—it is worth 
more than double what I paid for it, 

Doesn’t it seem probable that mine 
is the situation of a great majority 
of holders of this and other good 
stocks? That they have merely iost 
some of their spectacular gains, out 
their ‘stocks ‘are still quoted at and 
worth more than they paid for 
them?

Agreement Which Washington 


Settlement Is Outlined. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 30 (4).—State 
and Treasury Department officials 
have virtually completed the pre- 
liminary. draft of the agreement 
which the United States will propos2 
to Germany to provide for the direct 
payment to the Washington Govern- 
ment of America’s share under the 
Young plan.

HUNDREDS OF NEEDS FOUND 











Plahs for the Reorganization of 
- Board of Superintendents 
Are Detailed. 


THOMAS DEMANDED RECORD 
Many Others Severely Criticized 
Board of Education for Long 
Delay in Publication. 





A radical reorganization of present 
methods of educational administra- 
tion, supervision and leadership was 
recommended in the reports, made 
public yesterday, of fourteen experts 
who surveyed the school system in 
1924 at the request of the Board of 

_ Education. 

Copies of a printed volume of 1,834 
pages, containing the long-awaited 
reports.of the school survey commit- 
tee, and with detailed criticism and 
comment of school officials covering 
60 per cent of the text, were distrib- 
uted by Joseph Miller Jr., secretary 
of the board. 

A few of the reports had _ been 
made public for the first time during 
the past few days by Norman 
Thomas, Socialist candidate for 
Mayor, who charged that the find- 
ings of the surveyors had been 
shelved” and their recommenda- 
tions largely disregarded. 

The report presents a complete, 
eritical analysis of the shortcomin; 
as well as the ‘‘high spots’’ of the 
system. The surveyors were guided 
in their work by twenty questions 
asked by the board on July 18, 1924, 
when George J. Ryan, president of 
the board, introduced a resolution 
initiating the survey. 


Three Questions Stressed. 


These three questions were stressed 
in the twenty put to the committee 
headed by Dr. William H. Allen: 

‘“‘What possibilities are there of 
material improvement in the methods 
of recruiting, selecting, training and 
promoting teachers and supervisors? 

What, if any, needed work is the 
system failing to do or failing to ex- 
pand rapidly enough? 

‘‘How can this board be more ef- 
fective in its current study of what 
is done for children and what is 
done with public money by our school 
system?” 

The critical part of the reports of 
the surveyors pointed, out some of 
the shortcomings of the system. 

me surveyor found a_ general 
spirit of distrust in the. school sys- 
tem toward the higher officials, who 
were looked upon ag ‘‘autocratic.” 
The surveyors said they had to con- 
vince teachers ‘and others in the 
school personnel that the investiga- 
tion, was to be a real and serious one, 
such was the attitude of cynicism 
and skepticism at things. ordered 
ftom above. 

‘Another report .found that the 
methods of selecting and training 
teachers were failing to secure a 
supply of good teachers for the 
schools. High schools were. found 
too large. ‘The Board of Superinten- 
dents was declared -unwieldy and 
paralyzed by multiplicities and divi- 
sions of functions. 

purnieg to general recommenda- 
tions of improvement and reform the 
surveyors were particularly con- 
cerned over the problem of ‘‘leader- 
ame. Several of the reports, such 
as the one on visual instruction, as- 
sumed that the fundamental thing 
to be considered was the reorganiza- 
tion of the directive force of the sys- 
tem, the Board of Superintendents. 

The problem of congestion, which 
led to the initiation of an immense 
school building program, -was_ de- 
clared in one of the reports to have 
been dealt with without the aid of 
a general policy fcr the whole city. 


High School Reforms Urged. 


Reforms. were urged in the junior 
high school activities, and the aboli- 
tion of the Bureau of Visual Instruc- | 
tion was recommended. 

Changes were suggested in the 
methods of attracting and licensing 
teachers. A procedure was. outlined 


for nominating persons for higher 
school posts which are not filled 
through eligibility lists. ; 

The office of secretary of the Board 
of Education was criticized. and a 
reorganization recommended with a 
view to increasing its usefulness to 
board members. 

The surveyors strongly urged the 
need of effecting fundamental 
changes in the methods of supervi- 
sion’ of new teachers. .Thev also 
wanted a bureau for building re- 
search service organized. a 


Hundreds of Needs Found, 


In reply to the question as to 
needed work not done by the system 
the surveyors answered: ‘Literally 
hundreds of needs have been urged 
by members of the school system 
— others in answer to this ques-

Built 10 Feet Below Street Grade 
and Construction Is Weak, Bur- 
well Reports to Harvey,

Edward P. Burwell, Superintendent 
of Buildings in Queens, announced 
yesterday he would start action in 
the Supreme Court soon to obtain 
an order to demolish the 143 build- 
ings comprising the so-called ‘‘Roth- 
stein Village,’’ between Middle Vil- 
lage and Maspeth. 

Commissioner Burwell declared the 


buildings were unsafe, as they stood 
on a‘ level ten feet below the street 
grade. He served notice on the Juni- 
per Holding Corporation, nominal 
owners of the property, and I..Gains- 
burg of 33 Wall Street, attorney for 
the Rothstein estate, that he would 
seek an order for the razing of the 
buildings. : 

In a report to Borough President 
Harvey of Queens Mr. Burwell said: 

‘‘After the serving of the processes 
upon the owners I intend having a 
survéy made as provided by law and 
then going into the Supreme Court 
and secure & precept ordering the 
removal of the buildings. . 

“This property lies at least ‘ten 
feet below the legal grade for the 
streets adjoining it. When filled to 
meet the grade requirements, the 
new first floors would be basements, 
and the houses would be actually 
one story less in height than they 
are. 

‘The reports of my inspectors show 
many defects in construction. All the 
floor beams are light. The interior. 
construction is generally weak. 

‘In the four-story buildings, access 
to the roof is by an unprotected 
stairway in a light shaft, a really 
dangerous condition. In. many in- 
stances the soil below the footings 
has yielded. causing sagging.* Th 
front wall: of two of the brick build- 
ings sags so that there is imminent 
danger of these walls falling .ovet, 
which would be extremely dangerous 
to any persons or children who 
might be in the vicinity. : 

‘It is recommended that no per- 
mission be given to complete any of 
these houses until every defect has 
been fully corrected.”’ 

It was said that the cost of cor- 
recting the defects would be so great 
it would be prohibitive to rebuild the 
structures.

Symes of Denver, Col., told 1,200 
r22mbers of the Columbia Alumni As- 
sociation at its dinner in the Hotel 
Pennsylvania last night. The dinner 
was part of the program observing 
the 175th anniversary of the univer- 
sity’s founding. : Bar? 

Governor Franklin. D. ‘Roosevelt, 
who ‘was to have been one. of the 
speakers, was unable to attend. He 
sent his regrets in a telegram from 
Albany, saying that pressure of ‘of- 
ficial business made it impossible for 
him toa be presént. 

Other speakers were Dr. Nicholas 
Murray Butler, president of Colum- 
bia; Michael I..Pupin, distinguishei 
scientist and Professor of Electro- 
Mechanics, and Dr. Henry Suzzalo, 
formerly president of the University 
of Washington. 


Lauds Columbia Law Dean. 


Judge Symes said: 

“The reorganization of the Colum- 
bia Law School, started by Dean 
Harlan F, Stone and now being car- 
ried out by Dean Young B. Smith, 
is designed, I take it, to turn out 
not only men qualified to be judges 
and counselors, but what is more 
important, the formation of a tmained 
group capable of playing a big part 
in our Legislatures, in Congress and 
public and political life, 

“I know of no higher duty that 
any institution or group of.men can 
be called upon to perform than this. 
On it depends the very safety of our 
institutions and form ef government, 
and what is more important to bear 
in mind, if they are recreant to this 
trust, the job will some day be per- 
formed in a manner reminiscent of 
the Frenck Revolution.’’ 

Judge Svmes asked for a broader 
and more sympathetic understandiryz 
by the EZast of the political and eco- 
nomic, thought of the country west 
of the Mississippi, which, he said, 
was more akin to the thought of the 
South than the East. 

“The East is supreme in industry, 
manufacturing.. commerce, finance 
and that cultural development that 
eisure and 
wealthy class,’’ he said. ‘The West 
is concerned chiefly with problems 
ot agriculture, livestock and mining 
in its various forms, transportation 
and the development of the public 
domain. As a result the economiic 
and political }fasen and Dixon line 
of the Civil War period no .longer 
exists.

Presbyterian Moderator Asks if 


Church Is Not Missing 
~ Potential Leadership. 








NO THEOLOGICAL QUESTION 


Dr. McAfee, in Message to Pastors, 
Says Form of Government Now 
‘Asserts Bar by Holy Spirit. 


‘ 





The Presbyterian form of govern- 
ment at present says that the Holy 
Spirit wil never call a woman ‘to 
the’ ministry or else that such a wo- 
man must find her sphere in another 
denomination, the Rev. Dr. Cleland 
B. McAfee, Moderator*of the Pres- 
bytefian’ General Assembly, declares 
in'a message he has. sent to the 10,- 
000 Presbyterian pastors in th 
United States. 

Last-May at the General Assembly 

in St.. Paul, Minn., it was voted to 
send, down to the almost 300 Pres- 
byteries which compose the assem- 
bly an overture to be voted on to 
decide whether the form of govern- 
ment shall be changed so that wo- 
men could be ordained to the min- 
istry. and: whether women could be 
elected elders. At present the Pres- 
byterian Church permits women to 
serve as deacons, 
; If.a large enough majority of the 
presbyteries vote in favor of this 
change, it will become effective next 
May when the General Assembly will 
be held at Cincinnati, Ohio. 

Dr. McAfee, who is a professor in 
the Chicago Presbyterian Theologi- 
— Seminary, said in his communica- 
on: 

“Three facts should be kept in 
mind regarding these overtures: 


No Theological Issues. 


“No theological issue is involved. 
No change is suggested in our con- 
fession of faith, which contains the 


system of doctrine taught in the 
Holy Scriptures. - Changes in the 
form of government alone are re- 
quired, the doctrinal position of the 
Church being unaltered. : 

‘“‘For many there will be a question 
of bilbilac interpretation, since that 
is our only infallible rule of practice 
as well as of faith. But the decision 
is as to which passages or expres- 
sions are normative for others, since 
there are some passages which clear- 
ly reject all distinctions between 
male and female, ‘in. Christianity, 
and also some which indicate a dis- 
tinction in practice of certain func- 
tions, either temporarily or perma- 
nently. The relation between those 
classes of passages can be discussed, 
but that is not properly a theological 
decision, and we would be reflectin 
on our ordination vows if we thrus 
this issue into the theological field. 

“The proposals are purely permis- 
sive; they are nowhere mandatory. 
It is not proposed that women shall 
be ministers’ or ruling elders, but 
only that they may be if they and 
the Church desire that they shall be. 


Not a Plea for the Change. 


- “This is no argument for the over- 
tures; many earnest men are pre- 
pared to say all that is suggested. 
The plea just now is that the mat- 
ter be kept clear. No one suggests 
that women shall be ministers or 
ruling elders whether they will or 
ne, nor that any church shall have 
@ woman as pastor or elder. It is 
merely that it shall be possible if 
the leading of the Holy Spirit in the 
eart of a woman and of the Church 
shall be so. - 

“The overtures are not a gesture 
of courtesy. They are not a yield- 
ing to the clamor of the women nor 
an acceptance of their demand. 
There is no such clamor, no such 
demand. 

“The question {s not whether wo- 
men shall have their rights (note the 
‘plural), but whether the Church 
shall have the right (singular number 
here) to call a woman to official 
Jife. Is-the Church using all its po- 
tential leadership while it excludes 
all women from its offices? Can its 
women find full play for their pow- 
ers in non-official service? How shall 
the growing number of executive wo- 
men serve to ‘best advantage?”’

The establishment of twenty new 
health centres for treatment of the 
sick poor, in various parts of the 
city at a total approximate cost ‘of 
$5,000,000, was pledged by Mayor 
Walker yesterday to the Committee 
on Neighborhood Health Develop- 
ment, which was named several 
months ago by Dr. Shirley W. 
Wynne, Health Commissioner. , 

Members of the committee called 
upon the Mayor at the City Hall to 
present results of a survey recently 
completed by them. They suggested 
that the Proposed centres be built 
and. organized at the rate of four 
each year involving a yearly ex- 
penditure of approximately $1,000,000 
for a period of five years, 

‘The capital expenditure of $4,000,- 
000 in the next four years,’’ said the 
Mayor, “which your group has 
studied for a long time, is, in my 
opinion, a reasonable one, and 
pledge you that I will do everything 
in my Dower to support this program 
when the details are worked out and 
approved and placed before the 
Board of Estimate for action.’”’ 

Bailey W. Burritt, Director of the 
Association for the Improvement of 
the Condition of the Poor, is chair- 
man of the committee. Among its-

Statistics Are Presented to Show 
Negro Has Chance Here—Income, 
Rentals, Work Are Surveyed. —

The “assumptions of superiority of 
the white man, which have no basis 
whatever in fact’? are the chief 
causes of interracial difficulties, ac- 
cording to Bishop Francis J. MeCon- 
nell of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, president of the Federal 
Council of Churches, who was the 
principal speaker at the first New 
York meeting of the Interracial Con- 


terday at the Marble 
Church. Two hundred white and 
negro women attended the confer- 
ence and voted for the establishment 
of a permanent Women’s Interracial 
Committee to consider aj] matters of 
mutual concern to the women of 
both races. 

“No race in human history has 
ever made in the same length of time 
the strides’’ that the negro race has 
made, Bishop McConnell said. He 
urged “black people to be very so 
tient with the white people,’ 
eg his advice by saying that

Resents Barring Athlete. 

The Rev. Dr. Channing H. Tobias 
of the National Council of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association, a negro, 
criticized the barring of Dave Meyers,

The speaker told the negro mem-

which Miss Katherine Gardner is 
secretary, allotted yesterday morn- 
ing to a general discussion of “‘The 
Negro in New York,’’ and s. 
Robert B. Penn, as chairman of the 
conference conbtanittne and member 
ex officio of the newly formed 
women’s interracial committee, ‘pre- 
sided. 

The negro in New York has better 
opportunities than in any other city 
in the country, according to Eugene 
K. Jgnes, a_negro, executive secre- 
tary of the National Urban. League, 
who spoke on ‘“‘What It Means to Be 
a Negro in New York.” In spite of 
the relatively poor position of the 
New York negro, there was much 
room for improvement in the local 
status of the race, the speaker de- 
clared.

Study of Rents and Incomes, 


As a basis for the discussions the 
Commission on Church and Race Re- 
lationships compiled data on negroes 
in New York City, which shows that 
“although the income of the negro 
family is about 17 per cent. lower 
than that of the typical family for 
the entire city, it must pay 
three dollars more per room per 
month.”’ 

The report further stated that ‘‘a 
study of some 3,000 negro families 
shows that the average income of 
the heads of these families was $85 
per month, and that the average ren- 
tal was more than $40 per month.”’ 

A trend away from ‘‘domestic and 
personal’ service -by negroes was 
noted, though ‘“‘nearly 50 per cent 
of negro women workers are still so 
employed.’’ Industry claims ‘‘ap- 
proximately 22 per cent of negro 
women.”’ 

The statistics as to population. es- 
timated that the total number ofl 
negroes resident in New York was 

an increase of more than 
300,000 pees 1920. Of this number 

ive in Manhattan and 35,000 
in 7: ee . The number of negro 
residents was estimated as 3 per cent 
of the total population of Greater 
New York.

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SAYS ECONOMIC- PEANS- 
ARE LIQUIDATING WAR 


H. A. Gibbons Asserts They Ave 
a Thousand Times More 
. Effective Than League. 


The financial settlements after the 
World War, embodied in the Dawes 
and Young Plans, had far more to 
do with international accord than‘all 
the political influences of the world, 
Dr. Herbert Adams Gibbons, war 
correspondent and lecturer, told 
members of the City Club of New 
York at a luncheon yesterday at 55 
West Forty-fourth Street. 

‘They were a thousand times more 
effective than the League of Na- 
tions,” he said. 

Dr. Gibbons discussed what he con- 
sidered to be the forces actually. at 
work in the “liquidation of the World 
War.” He discounted political set- 
tlements from the start and em- 
phasized such forces as science, in- 
ternational trade, extension of wo- 
man sufirage and the rise of the 
youth movement. 

The sciences of medicine, chemis- 
try and physics are having more to 
do with shaping the destinies of the 
world than the science of govern- 
ment, he said. The rise of the youth 
movement, he declared, is healing 
old war sores faster than all the balm 
of formal international friendships 
and the extension of woman suffrage 
is more effective than the efforts of 
premiers and presidents in the cause 
of world ce. 

Dr. Gibbons is in the United States 
for a short stay before continuing on 

a trip around the world. In Europe 
he made a close study of the political 
and economic conditions, as a result 
of which he declared that politics as 
such has been relegated to a secon- 
dary place in international relations. 

The war as a political event is fast 
being forgotten in Europe, he said. 
A new generation with but scant 
memories of the conflict is proving 
up and building its hopes not on the 
prejudices born of the conflict, but 
on the economic necessities of the 
future. 

“As a result of this, the war debts 
to he United States will never be 
paid,’’ said Dr. Gibbons. ‘‘You can 
penn on that. In less than ten years 
there will be people voting in France 
who will know nothing at all of the 
World War—in fact many of them 
will be people born since the war. 
They are not going to saddle on them- 
selves a debt which will take sixty 
years to pay, but which they had 
nothing to do with making.’’

Sharp Recovery in Stocks, a 
Few Further Declines—Money 
6-Per Cent, Sterling Strong. 





The essential fact established by 
yesterday’s stock market was that 
panicky liquidation had been checked 
and‘that orders» which had been 
placed: by. bona. fide buyers were 
having, their;.natural, effect. Ali 
such hysterical declines as those. of 
the present week are certain to end 
eventually» with an upward rebound 
of ‘prices; The recovery has often 
been of)seemingly spectacular pro- 
portions; sometimes, as in the imme- 
diate sequel to the portentous panic 
of 1907, the seeming force of the 
recovery has misled the financial 
community as to the real meaning 
of: what had happened in the break. 
The scope: of -yesterday’s recovery 
varied considerably in the different 
stocks, but in the long list of active 
shares it ranged*from 15 to 30 points, 
and practically no stocks failed to 
participate. 

Just as the action of the stock 
market on Monday and Tuesday 
was in a high degree hysterical, so, 
it must be. confessed, some of the 
later outgivings with an honest pur- 
pose of reviving confidence were 
themselves an evidence of momen- 
tarily, shaken nerves. It is well 
enough, even though unusual, for 
conservative millionaire investors 
who never comment publicly on the 
market to .announce publicly that 
they are buying stocks, and there is 
doubtless some special reason why 
other wealthy.men should guarantee 
employes against exhausted margins 
on their stock accounts. Yet either 
incident may be misinterpreted, espe- 
cially if the public at large were so 
to read. Mr. Rockefeller’s declara- 
tion, to the effect that ‘‘there is 
nothing in the business situation to 
warrant the destruction of values 
that has taken place,’’ as to make 
it mean to them that there has been 
nothing in the stock market situa- 
tion to wamraht it. Perhaps there 
may also be a vague impression that 
causes, rather than after-effects, of

the business situation. The extra 
dividend on United States Steel’s

‘especially when its justification in 
the ‘company’s high past earnings 
‘is indisputable.

FIXED VALUATIONS 
ON UTILITIES ASKED 


Prendergast and Bauer Plans 
Discussed by Legislative - 
Committee Here. 








DISAGREE ON METHODS 





Commissioner Wants 
\ Reached by Agreement—Expert 
j Wanta Tham to Be Compulsory. 





The principle that there should be 
established a fixed utility property 


valuation base. and a fixed rate re-|? 


turn for public utilities was agreed 
to yesterday in two. plans discussed 
at the legislative committee’s investi-: 
tion of what if anything should be 
one toward revising present legisla- 
tion governing the blic Service 
Commission. 
The plans discussed were those of 
Public Service Commissioner William 
A. Prendergast and Dr. John Bauer, 
expert utilities counsel. Mr, Prender- 
gast, who was on the stand all day, 
admitted that fundamentally. there 
was little difference in the two-plans, 
but he disagreed strenuously with 
that of Dr. Bauer in certain particu- 
lars. The committee took a_ recess 
until Nov. 7 at 10 A. M, at the Bar 
Association. 


To Hear Van Namee and Lunn. 


Following Commissioner Prender- 
ast next week, the committee will 
ear Public Service Commissioners 
George R. Van Namee and ari a 
R. Lunn and representatives of the 
Transit Commission. Later the com- 
mittee will hold hearings in up-State 
cities and then return here to take 
the testimony of consumers and. pub- 
lic utility officials. The committee is 
—s into the operations of the 

solic ervice Commission law and 
its application to the consumer. 

Dr. Bauer's lan was proposed to 
do away with the present procedure 
of rate-making and substitute a fixed 
rate base for the present fluctuating 
base, in order to simplify the de- 
termination of the return to be 
allowed the companies. 

The plan, as read into the record 
by William J. Donovan, counsel to 
the committee, would have the Le 
Jature provide a valuation as of a 
given date for every property. The 
valuation would be based on the re- 

roduction costs less depreciation of 

he properties, with such further ad- 

justments as may be necessary. The 
figures thus obtained would be put 
on the books of the companies and 
‘would be subject to no further varia- 
tion, upward or downward, due to 
change in price level or cost of con- 
struction. ey would bé subject to 
increases only~ as actual additions 
were made to the properties. 

After the initial valuation the Pub- 
lic Service Commission would, ac- 
cording to the plan, have a definite 
rate base for every company. Dr. 
Bauer proposed that a definite rate 
of return, in general.7 per cént, be 
fixed for every company u the 
fair value as determined .for., the 
existing properties. Dr. Bauer .con- 
tended that under his plan the rates 
would be promptly adjustable so as 
to provide the returns to the com- 
panies to which they were entitled 
and thus by direct legislation an 
exact yard-stick to measure the re- 
turn would be available. 

Mr. Prendergast, who was asked 
to comment on Dr. Bauer’s plan, said 
that the latter was to be commended 
for bringing forth a plan, ‘but he 
thought that ‘‘the establishment of 

_ & legislative base was an absolutely 
unworkable proposition as it has 
been outlined.’’ 

“Dr. Bauer proposes the establish- 
ment of a rule of valuation which 
will be a _ substitute for present 
value,” said the witness. “He 
proposes to have the Legislature pre- 
scribe as the rate base for all public 
utilities value as of a fixed uniform 
date plus the cost of the property 
added since that date. 

“T believe that no act of the State 
Legislature can take away or impair 
the constitutional right of a utility 
which the United States Supreme 
Court has held is a return upon 

resent value at the time of the 

nquiry. 

Sees Constitutional Infringement. 


“I believe that the plan infringes 
on the constitutional right of public 
utilities, because the suggested stat- 
ute which would deny a’ return 
upon any rate base other than the 
fixed value as of a certain’ date, plus 
net additions at actual cost, would 
leave utilities with no assurance of 
the allowance of a return upon the 
rate base if and when it became 
more than the present value. 

“I do not believe that the present 
Legislature could enter into any 
compact with the utilities or could 
pass any statute which would pre- 
clude or prevent a future Legislature 
from adopting the rule af present 
value as a standard, since such rule 
is ‘the law of the land.’ 

“So I think the plan would be un- 
constitutional, since no guarantee 
could be had that the plan. would 
work impartially either for the bene- 
fit of the utilities now or the public 
now or later.”’ 

In his own plan presented for the 
first time at the convention of the 
National Association of Railroad and 
Utilities Commissioners at Dallas, 
Texas, on Oct. 18, 1927, Mr. Pren- 
dergast suggested the establishment 
of a fixed valuation and rate of re- 
turn for the utility companies, but 
proposed that it be a matter of 
Sent between the Public Ser- 

ce Commission and the utility 
companies. 

Such an arrangement, according to 
Mr. Prendergast, would be more 
flexible and one to which the utility 
companies would be more inclined to 
agree. His plan also contemplated, 
he explained, a joint application or 
excess profits of a utility corporation 
between its consumers and its stock- 
holders. Such an agreement would 
put ‘“‘a quietus on the valuation 
controversies with which we are now 
faced.”’ 

“Ten years hence a new.set of 
directors or stockholders could object 
to the agreement ;made_ by» their 
predecessors, could they not, and up- 
set the whole agreement, appealing 
to the courts if necessary?’’ asked 
Professor James C. Bonbright, a 
member of the committee. “Your 
plan would contemplate the continu- 
ance of the fixed rate upon 
sufferance only.”’ - ae.

‘‘You are choosing a local govern- 
ment,” he said, ‘‘that affects our 
daily lives more than the State or 
Federal Government.”’ 

He-urged that, honest:officials, men 
of standing in the community, be 
elected; and denounced those who ob- 


tained. office “and used it for their 
own purposes. 

“In. the case of definite exhninhis. 
we sometimes send them to jail,’”’ h 


added. 

Making a plea for an Assembly 
that would not. be bound by gag 
rule, the. Berersor declared that if 
the people were to’ elect only men 
who would follow the party leader 
and vote as he dictated, it would be 
cheaper’ to elect only leaders and 
en the proxy to the Capitol by 
mai 

Men.:of wide divergence in occupa- 
tion were needed in the Assembly, he 
went on, The old type of legislator 

passing. The peoplé wanted to 

have all bills debated openly on the 
floor instead of being introduced and 
then _ hidden away in a _ pigeonhole 
in a committee room.
